THE LIENOHAG MASSACRE,

Work of Investigation, 


(From Our Oorrespondent.) 


Caxtox, Novemnbor 30. 

Some information concorning the situa-. 
tHon at Lienchau bas reached me through 
several chaynela. When the Conaul 
General and those who accompanied him 
reached Lienchas on Sunday, the 19th ivst., 
twenty-throe arrests had been, tnade by the 
prefect, Tho official nade thd arroate as 
Son aa he scoured ealdlers from tho vieareat 
garrison. 4 . 

Three villigoa near tho destroyed 
Property were found. to- bo entirely 
deserted. It is ustitinted that at leant 1600 
persona had fled from the city to.the 
surrounding hills. ihe 

Tho destruction.of the misaton property 
was.complete, Eight large buildings and 
humerous emailer structures wore burned. 
All of the troes around the property, among 
them some fine camphor trees, wero 
destroyed, About amile of wire fence wag 
torn down and carried away. Nothing of, 
valuo was left. Thoro were signs of mob 
violence everywhere. The mission had boen 
located thero some sixteen years. During 
that timo a number of deaths occurred on 
the field. Tho tombstones in the misa‘on- 
ary cometory wore thrown down and broken, 
to pieces and tho graves | otherwise Gea 
ecrated, oe oa 

Tho: Commission hsye gone*over the 
acetic of the outrage, have viowed the ruins 
and have inspected the cave and surround- 
ings. 

Moa: insulting, and disgraceful writings 
havo been put upon the rnina of buildings 
and walls with"tho chnrred timbers and 


coals, 

A thorough investigation is being made.. 
The Commission holds only morning aes- 
sions, all evidonco belng taken down by the 
«ficial abenographer, who writes up bin 
notea each afternoon, Many witnesses aro 
stillto ba. examined and it will probably bo 
a week or more from this dato before the 
Commiesion will start back to Oanton. 
Extra food suppiies have been ordered for 
the foreign party. 

Tho Chineso officials ate showing the 
party every courtesy and abundant protec 
tion is afforded. Tho city is lined with 
soldiers: and everythihg is quict. Taotai 
Wen is affording all possible assistance in 
the conduct of the prosecution, He 
deolares that the local officials are to blame. 
The prefoctand the colonel, the highest 
civil and tilitary officials in the distrios, 
have lost their butions. The. profect has.
